SUBJ: VISIT OF US MILITARY OFFICERS TO EGYPT (U) 

1. (S/NF) THIS MORNING I WAS INFORMED BY MAJOR GENERAL 
IZZLDIN MOUKHTAR, OFEICIAL EGYPTIAN ARMY SPOKESMAN , THAT FIELD 
MARSHAL ISMAIL HAD INSTRUCTED HIM TO CONTACT ME AND EXTEND AN 
INVITATION TO US MILITARY AUTHORITIES IN EUROPE TO BE THE GUESTS 
OF EGYPTIAN MILITARY AUTHORITIES FOR A PERIOD TO BE DETERMINED 
THROUGH MUTUAL DISCUSSION. THE PURPOSE OF THE VISIT, ACCORDING 
TO MOUKHTAR, IS TO FACILITATE THE UNDERSTANDING BY US MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES OF THE EGYPTIAN ARMED FORCES. GEN MOUKHTAR STATED 
THAT THE GROUP WOULD: BE RECEIVED BY THE CHIEF OF STAFF, 

EGYPTIAN ARMED FORCES, BE BRIEFED ON THE CONDUCT OF THE OCTOBER 
WAR, VISIT THE FRONT AS WELL AS THE SECOND AND THIRD ARMIES, 

AND IF INTERESTED, A TANK DIVISION, AN AIRBASE, A NAVAL BASE, AN 
ENGINEERING BATTALION, ETC. COMMANDERS OF EACH OF THE SERVICES, 
COMMANDERS OF THE TWO ARMIES, AND OTHER APPROPRIATE MEMBERS OF 
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NO PARTICULAR FEELING AS TO THE SIZE OF THE GROUP OR THE RANKS 
OF THE INDIVIDUALS PARTICIPATING AND THE MATTER IS LEFT TO OUR 
DISCRETION. GEN MOUKHTAR DID SAY IF THE THE STATURE OE THE LEASER 
OF THE DELEGATION WARRANTED, HE EELT CERTAIN THAT THE DELEGATION 
WOULD BE RECEIVED BY THE MINISTER OF WAR, FIELD MARSHAL ISMAIL. 

2. (SNF) DURING THE CONVERSATION, MOUKHTAR STATED THAT EGYPTIAN 
AUTHORITIES HAVE LEARNED FORM ANOTHER COUNTRY THAT ISRAELI OEFICERS 
HAVE BEEN TOURING VARIOUS COUNTRIES AND CONDUCTING BRIEEINGS ON THE 
OCTOBER WAR. HE SAID THAT THERE IS NO REASON BY THE EGYPTIANS 
COULD NOT CONDUCT SIMILAR BRIEEINGS; HOWEVER, HE EELT THAT THE 
BRIEFINGS WOULD BE MORE EFFECTIVE IF PROVIDED ON THE SPOT. DURING 
OUR HOUR-LONG CONVERSATION, THE ORIGINAL INVITATION EXTENDED FORM 
AN "OCTOBER WAR BRIEFING" TO THE PARAMETERS WHICH I DESCRIBED ABOVE. 

3. (SNF) COMMENT. THE MANNER IN WHICH THE INVITATION WAS MADE AS 
WELL AS THE BROAD PARAMETERS OUTLINED IS OBVIOUSLY INTENDED TO 
COUNTER ISRAELI EFEORTS. IN ADDITION, WE ARE NOW IN POSITON TO 
CONDUCT AN IN-DEPTH PROEESSIONAL APPRAISAL OP THE EGYPTIAN ARMED 
FORCES. HOWEVER, RECOMMENDED DUE CAUTION AND COORDINATION IN VIEW 
OF THE POLITICAL SENSITIVITY OP THIS ARE. BELIEVE WE SHOULD TAKE 
ADVANTAGE OP THIS INVITATION; HOWEVER, IN VIEW OF THE PROLONGED 
ABSENCE OF DIALOGUE BETWEEN OUR ARMED PORCES AND THOSE OP EGYPT, 
RECOMMEND THIS INITIAL VISIT BE AT THE DCS OPS LEVEL OF EACH OF 

THE SERVICES IN CINCEUR AREA. DCS/OPS COULD EASILY BE ACCOMPANIED 
BY AN EQUAL NUMBER OF QUALIFIED STAFF OFFICERS SELECTED POR THEIR 
HIGHLY PROFESSIONAL COMPETENCE. THE GROUP WOULD THEN BE LIMITED 
TO TOAL OF EIGHT OFFICERS. IN EVENT THAT A LOWER LEVEL DELEGATION 
IS DECIDED UPON, RECOMMEND CAREFUL SELECTION OF HIGHLY COMPETENT 
OFPICERS. NATURALLY, PROM AMY VANTAGE POINT, I WOULD RECOMMEND 
OPTION A, HOWEVER, RECOMMEND ICS-STATE COORDINATION PRIOR TO 
ACCEPTANCE OF INVIATION. 

4. (SNF) PROPOSED SCENARIO POR YOUR CONSIDERATION; DELEGATION 
ARRIVES IN CAIRO EVENING PRECEDING DAY OF VISIT.
